Venice, March 10. 

HE laft Letters from Mantua advife, 

That there was brought from Cremona 

to Guaftalla, two Millions of Livres to 

pay the Army; That Batteries of 30 

Pieces of Cannon, and 20 Mortars, are 

rais'd to play upon Berfello, and that the Garrifon 
makes a great Fire with 52 Pieces of Cannon,chiefly 
to ruin the Batteries of Mortars ; but without any 
effect ; becaufe they are cover'd by an old Roman 
Way. The Troops continue to advance towards 
Mantua and the Secchia, for what Defign is not 
known; And the Duke of Vendome is about to 
leave Guaftalla to pafs the reft of the Carnival at 
Modena, or to execute fome new Enrerprize. On 
the 4th Signior Alouifio Contarini was made Procu- 
rator of St. Mark, on paying 25000 Ducats, the 
ufual Sum, for that Dignity. The laft Letters from 
Conftantinople and Adrianople confirm, That the 
Turks continue to forward diligently the building 
of feveral Sultanas or Ships of War, and to augment 
their Troops with Recruits and new Levies; tho’ 
their Defigns are kept fecret. On this News, orders 
are given for equipping § Men of War, which, if 
occalion be, are to joyn the 16 that are already in 
the Levant. Thefe Letters add, That the New 
Gand Vizier has terminated the Differences that re- 
main'd to be regulated with the Emperor, relating 
to che Dependencies of the City of Novi in Croatia. 
Munick, March 14. The Elector of Bavaria was 
inform’d the beginning of this Month, that General 
Schiick having drawn together an Army of 20000 
Men, had entred into his Territories on the other 
fide of the River Inn, and that he had poffefs’d him- 
felf of Zell, Rieth, St. Martin, and other defence- 
lels Places, in which his Troops had committed all 
manner of Hoftilities: And thar Count Stirum with 
a Body of about 10000 Men, was entred into the 
Upper Palatinate by Dirforr, having fore’d the 
Paflages with the lofs of 150 of his Men, and 200 
kil'd or taken of the Militia and other Troops that 
defended them. On thefe Advices, his Electoral 
Highnefs fent Order to his Deputy at Ratisbon, to 
make complaint to the Diet, of the Hoftilities ex- 
ercis\d on the other fide of the Inn, notwithftanding 
the Offers he had made to deliver up the Cities of 
Ulm, Memmingen and others which he had been 
oblig’d to take, provided the Circles of Swabia and 
Franconia would accept a Neutrality for reeftablith- 
ing the Tranquility of the Empire purfuant to the 
reaty of Affociation concluded with his Highnefs 
laft Year ; and to acquaint the Diet, That fince his 
Electoral Highnefs was treated like a declard 
Enemy, he found himfelf oblig’d to employ the 
Power God had put into his hands, to repel the Vio- 
lence that was done him ; and that he hoped, with 
the Adiftance of Heaven, to fhew that it was not 
cafie to opprefs a Prince of his Rank, and who had 
render’d fuch great Services to the Emperor and 
Empire: And that he was perfwaded the Diet 


would difapprove of the Irruption made into his Do- 
minions. At the fame time he commanded Part of 
his Troops to march towards the Danube to _ailift 
thofe he had in the Upper-Palatinate, and the rett 
towards the River Inn. On the 8th he left this Place, 
and putting himfelf at the Head of his Troops, ad- 
vanced towards Paffau. General Schlick believing 
he defign’d to attack that Cicy, threw himéelf into it 
with Part of his Infantry. The Elector of Bavaria 
amus’d him on the roth with Skirmithes rill tea at 
Night ; but the following Night he pa(s’d the Inn 
over the Bridge of Scharding with 10 or 12000 Men. 
On the rith he began to march at 5 in the Morning, 
and at 6 fell upon the Imperial Regiment of Cui- 
radicrs of Hanover, and on that of Dragoons of 
Schlick, which he defeated after fome: refiftance’ 
Then he advane'd, notwithftanding the Defiles, to 
attack the Saxon Cavalry with other Troops ; and 
8 or 900 Foor, who were quickly put to the Rout, 
The Cavalry likewife fled and got into a Defile; 
but being follow’d thither, and ftop’d by other 
Troops which His Highnefs fent to the further end 
of the Defile,they were hem’d in, and a great Slaugh- 
ter was made among them. All the Letters from 
the Camp affure us, above 3000 of them were kill’d, 
and 1000 made Prifoners , among others the Heer 
Plefs Major General of the Saxons, a Collonel, a 
Lieutenant Collonel ; The Major, and feveral Cap- 
tains, and other Officers of the Regiment of Hano- 
ver. 22 Standards or Colours were taken,of which 
6 from the Saxons, 3 Cannon 24 Pounders, 4 Mor- 
tars, a great Quantity of Bombs, Grenadoes and 
Ammunition ; Above 1000 Horfes, all the Baggage, 
and all Materials neceffary for making a Bridge. 
This compleat Victory did not coft above 30 Men 
kil'd and as many wounded. Some Letters add 
that General Schlick is retir’d from Paffau with his 
Troops, probably to cover Auftria ; and thar the 
Elector of Bavaria fent to acquaint the Magiftrares 
of Paffau, chat if for the future they give Paflage to 
his Enemies, he would caufe their Bridge to be bro- 
ken down and their City to be burnt. Upon which, 
they fent Deputies to affure him, that they would 
fuffer no Troops to pafs’, and that ro put His High- 
nefs out of all Doubt of it,they had fer Hands at work 
to break down two Arches of their Bridge. 
From the Paris Gazette a Ja main, April 2. 
They write from Turin of the 24th of laft Month, 
that the Count de Renel who was brought thither 
from Cremona, is pretty well recover'd of his Indif- 
pofition, and in a Condition to take a Journey ; and 
that he is preparing to return to France, to refide in 
Conde, of which he is Governor; His ill Strate of 
Health not permitting him to ferve longer in the Ar- 
my. Monficur de Barcum Knight of the Order of 
St. Louis, Lieutenant of the Guards du Corps, in 
the Company of the Marfhal d’Harcourt, has quit- 
ted the Service, on Account of his Infirmities ; and 
the King has given him a Penfion of 6000 Livres 
Yearly ; The Sicur des Forneaux an Enfign in the 
fame Company fucceeds him as Lieutenant, and the 
oldeft Exempt is made Enfign.

They write from Vienna of the 24th of March, 
that it was the Reporc there, That Prince Eugene 
would fer out from thence after Eafter, to go and 
take upon hirn the Command of the Imperial Army 
in Iraly: And that in the mean time he makes 
preffing Initances that the Recruits, Reinforcements, 
and whatever ¢lfe that Army is in want of, may be 
{peeded thither.
